Mr. Cauley, of CJAD, started the 
meeting with a talk on the prepara- 
tion and presentation of

ality” of the meeting itself. Lloyd 
Sharkey of CJAD, acted as engi- 
neer for this stunt. 

“Activity in Radio” was the topic 
of Christopher Ellis, who empha- 
sized that the line of separation be- 
tween stage and radio acting was 
very slim. Mr. Ellis pointed out 
that in radio, as on the stage, the 
actor must submerge himself and 
his characteristics into those of the 
character portrayed. 

CBC's Elspeth Chisolm, spoke on 
“Talks and Interviews” stressing 
those points which would prove 
most useful to those participating 
in the proposed campus shows. Miss 
Chisolm is a lecturer at Queen's 
Summer Radio Institute.

Senate Alters Athletic Setup; 
Supports Amateurism Policy

Interested in the welfare of Mc- 
Gill's 8,000 students, the Senate and 


Governors, latest step is the setting 
up of a separate department for 
athletics, physical education, and 
recreation. 

Last year a separate” student 
health department was created. The 
latest move involves taking another 
department away from the formerly 
combined set-up, the school of phy- 
sical education which now comes 
under the faculty of medicine. 

Dr. F, Cyril James recently re- 
leased a report of the special com- 
mittee of Senate on student athle- 
tics in which a number of far- 
reaching .recommendations are 
made, The report emphasizes the 
university’s policy of supporting 
amateurism in athletics, and a de- 
sire to give every student at the 
university an opportunity to par- 


ticipate in sports, rather than just | 


being spectators. 
With suggestions from the Athle- 
tics’ Council, the McGill Women 


Students Athletics Association, and 


all interested graduate and under- 


gramme will go into effect as soon 
as the administrative appointments 
are made. It will create enlarged 
opportunities for the physical par- 
ticipation of students in athletic and 
recreational activities. And, says Dr. 
James, taken in conjunction with 
the extended student health service, 
and the new physical facilities 
which will be provided by the grad- 
uate war memorial campaign, it 
will provide opportunities second 
to none in Canada. 

Dr. James also praised the con- 
tribution which Dr. A S. Lamb, Dir- 
ector of the Department of Physi- 
cal Education, had made toward the 
new plan, saying it embodied the 
ideas for which he had worked for 
many years, 

A representative committee has 
been set up to select a head for the 
newly created department, consist- 
ing of Dr. James as Chairman;

Mr. Herberg pointed out that life 
devoted only to life is without 
value. Man cannot do without 
something beyond the immediate. 
If he turns his back on God he 
manufactures idols — the nation, 
the state, the party, which he re- 

|gards as absolute. 


| The speaker went on to say that 


‘social problems are moral ques- 
tions, religious and theological as 


| well. The dynamio for social action 
is to be found in our Judeo-Christ- 
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in the absolute but gives man the 
power to make the most of the 
relative. 

Judaism is against the power of 
man over man and recognizes gov- 
ernment based on power only as a 
means cf social organization. Jud- 
aism refuses to choose between re- 
form from within and reform from 
without. 


Socialism with its secularism is 
an example of reform from without. 
Oriental mysticismiis an example 
of reform from within and is com- 
pletely without social consciousness. 
Mr. Herberg stated that we need 
neither the Yogi or the Commissar 
but the former with a sense of so- 
cial consciousness and the latter 
with God in his heart,

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VETERANS AND McGILL 


Among the many student organizations on 
the McGill campus, there is one which has 
achieved , during the past few years, a notable 
record in its services to veterans. 

It would require more space than is permitted 
to review the complete—and often controversial 
—history of the McGill Student Veteran Society. 


And student veterans will be given the op- 
portunity to judge the past activities of their 
society tonight at 5 p.m. when they attend the 
first general mecting of the current year. The 
gathering will be held in the Union Ballroom. 


A. brief glance over the past history of the 
society demonstrates that in the fields of veter- 
ans’ housing, pensions, allowances and employ- 
ment the society has been second to none in 
energy and initiative. 


The M.S.V.S. was originally organized to 
deal with those problems which were peculiar to 
student veterans—namely housing and allow- 
ances; to speak for them on these matters, with 
which they were intimately concerned; and to 


unite them on a social basis—the ‘Vet’s Dos’ 
last year reached tremendously enjoyable pro- 
portions. 

Another contribution of the McGill Society 
is that of the annual National conference of 
Student Veterans, a nation-wide assembly which 


integrates the work of all individual university 


veterans’ groups. 

Yesterday’s issue of The Daily—and today’s 
—carried some of the reports of the society’s 
work during the past year. They were issued by 

| the present executive of the society so that in- 
dividual members may become acquainted with 
the work done. This should provide the basis 
for understanding and discussion at the meeting 
tonight. 

One of the most important items, however, 
is the election of a new executive for the coming 
year. The choice of an executive, naturally, is an 
important one: on it will depend the future dir- 
ection and iniative of the society. But we feel 
sure that the veterans know what they want— 
and will get it.—A.T.

If it is true that the purest enjoy- 


ment in fiction reading is to be 
had between the ages of ten and 
eighteen, then it is equally true 
that children are never as fully in- 
volved in stage drama in their 
adult lives, as when they are young.

pC excitement, was badly adapted 
| for a young audience in two re- 


| spects, In the first place, it prefaced 
each of its three acts with a fairly 





long prose exposition by loudspeak- | 


er. As one of the adults put it, this 
sort of thing is “passing the buck”. 
What ought to have been adequat- 
ely carried Within the boundaries 
of the play itself was handled in- 
stead in these narrative prefaces, 
Which no one could possibly have 
heard, as the noise in the Victoria | 
Hall auditorium drowned them 
out. It would have been difficult to 
hold an adult audience by such a 
method, even if the voice of the 
narrator had come from the front 
of the hall. With the loudspeaker 
unstrategically placed in the rear, 
it was a device which failed badly. 

In addition the play itself was too 
long, 

The other important defect was 
the diction of the actors. There was 
|scarcely one who was not unin- 
telligible at one time or another, 
speaking his lines too quickly, or 
trying to make himself heard over 
the clamour raised by other mem- 
bers of the cast. This may be con- 
sidered a good device for commu- 
nicating excitement, — I don't feel 
it was very effective,

(Christian Science Monitor) 
There are two patterns of think- 
Ing’ which lead away from civil 


‘liberties and'toward the police state. 


They represent the extremes of the 
“left” and the “right.” This news- 


[paper has° repeatedly warned that 


Americans’ current concern with 
communism tends to leave what are 
loosely called the “fascist” elements 
of the right comfortably inconspic- 
uous in a shadow of near-respect- 
ability, 

But how can these “fascist” aiti- 
judes be recognized? They fall into 
a pattern which the Christian Re- 


gister has endeavored to describe. | 


Followers of the American fascist 
pattern, says this-periodical, usually 
reveal some or all of the following 
characteristics: 

Racism, in some form, 

Anti-Semitism. 

Anti-foreignism. 

Flamboyant nationalism, 

Isolationism, 

Defeatism toward efforts at inter- 
national co-operation. 

Indiscriminate condemnation of 
anyone near to or left of centre— 
lumping liberals, reformers and in- 
ternationalists with communists and 
fellow travelers. 

Indiscriminate condemnation of 
organized labor, lumping the good 
with the bad. 

Second - guessing, elliptical en- 
dorsement of fascist and nazi re- 
gimes, 

And the Register lists 
others, 

The Americans who evidence all 
or even many of these attributes 
are probably few and of themselves 
constitute no great menace. But a 
good many earnest people may be 
letting their thinking run in two 
or three of these directions. Taken

Pres. Common 
Gives Details 
On Activities 


The past year has been one of 
unusual interest to the student vet- 
eran body of McGill University, 
Before proceeding, may I remind 
you all of the debt of gratitude 
which we owe to the many active 
members of the Society, individuals, 
authorities and organizations, with- 


out whom we should never have 
achieved our measure of success. 

With the urgent and pressing 
nature of new business, as well as 
the election of new officers, which 
will come before this meeting, may 
I simply point out that every re- 
solution adopted at the last annual 
meeting has been handled as di- 
rected. The several reports pre- 
sented will deal with this in some 
detail. In addition to the proposed 
programme elected during that 
meeting, efforts have been made 
in other directions; for example, 
pensioners, book allowance, adjust- 
ment of wives’ earned income, 
American student veterans, etc, 

The most notable success was the 
achievement of Ross LeMesurier 
who carried on a campaign which 
resulted in reconsideration by the 
Government and an  Order-in- 
Council permitting pensioners to 
receive full pension and education- 
al allowance. His work cannot be 
too highly commended. As to the 
future programme, this Executive 
has recommendations for presen- 
tation to this meeting. 

EMPLOYMENT 

As you know, Univet has now 
been absorbed by the McGill 
Placement Service under Director 
Colin M. McDougall. May I record 
our appreciation of the splendid 
work done By Ernie Temple and 
his executive in the operation of 
Uni-Vet enterprises? Every mem- 
ber is encouraged to discuss his 
present employment problems with 
Major McDougall whose organiza- 
tion is efficient and effective. Stud- 
ent veterans now have representa- 
tion on the Student Advisory Com- 
mittee of the McGill Placement 
Service. The President of this 
Society is, ex-officio, a member of 
the Committee of which the Ser- 
vice Director is chairman. 

REPORT ON GRANTS 

At last year's election meeting the 
Executive were instructed to cam- 
paign for an increase in grants, To 
effect this a delegation of three 
members of the Executive met the 
minister of veterans’ affairs and the 
minister of finance in Ottawa. These 
ministers categorically stated the 
government would not entertain the 
possibility of an increase, giving 
two main reasons; in their opinion 
the government had provided more 
generously for student veterans than 
for any other discharged groups; 
each minister emphasized the posi- 
tion that the grants were originally 
considered and are still considered 
as an aid to education, rather than 
a complete underwriting of all costs 
of the educational course.- 

With this point-blank refusal by 
the government the Executive con- 
sidered the matter and a general 
meeting was called. This meeting 
had to be adjourned before the 
matter was settled for lack of a 
quorum. It was then proposed by 
Alistair Fraser that a referendum 
be sent out, and he prepared it for 
distribution to all members. 

The three choices were answered 
as follows: to campaign for an 
across-the-board Increase, : 47; to 
campaign for a sliding scale increase 
or category system, 105; to discon- 
tinue the campaign for any in- 
crease, 101. There were thus three 
views to represent at the confer- 
ence but a decided majority against 
a blanket increase, 

NATIONAL CONFERENCE 

At the N.C.S.V., Len Starkey, a 
delegate and a McGill Student, 
presented the case for the “across- 
the-board” increase and his mo- 
tion, seconded by Lou Gottheil 
of Dawson was moved on the floor 
of the conference but was defeat- 
ed. The “sliding-scale’ was ar- 
gued by Al Fraser and after a long 
discussion with several conflicting 
votes, it lost by a slim majority to 
the motion ,asking the government 
to consider granting a cost-of-liv- 
ing bonus, This had been present- 
ed by the delegates of MacDonald 
College, McGill University. Dis- 
cussion by Bill Archer on the dis- 
continuance of the campaign was 
limited to a period of three min- 
utes in the genera! meeting. He 
having acted as chairman during 
the lengthy sessions of the finan- 
cial panel, had no voice in that dis- 
cussion. The N.C.S.V.-.has been 
pressing Ottawa to consider the 
“cost-of-living bonus” plan but 
without success to date.

difficulties of American students 
studying in Canada under the GI 
Bill and Public Law [6. Special 
advisors were sent to Montreal and 
Ottawa. 

On the retirement of Dean Cyrus 
MacMillan and Dean J. C. Meakins 
at the summer convocation, a gift 
was presented to each. These men 
are most anxious that we accept 
their sincere thanks and that we
